Business, pharmacy, engineering students face fee hikes 


Some business, pharmacy 
and engineering students 
in Alberta will be facing 
steep tuition hikes 
starting next year. 

Advanced Education Min¬ 
ister Doug Horner an¬ 
nounced yesterday that he 
will allow the University of 
Alberta and University of 
Calgary to charge more for 
select degree programs to 
bring them in line with 
comparable offerings across 
Canada. 

He said it’s a one-time 
change, adding that 18 oth¬ 
er proposals were rejected. 

“We will not be having re-

consideration of proposals. 
We will not consider any 
new proposals, and we 
stand by our tuition policy 
100 per cent. All future tu¬ 
ition increases will be limit¬ 
ed to the consumer price in¬ 
dex,” said Homer. 

The hikes won’t kick in 
until the fall of 2011 and 
will apply only to students 


joining at that time or later. 

“(Current) students have 
all made their plans accord¬ 
ing to what they thought 
their tuition would be, so 
we will be respecting those 
plans,” he said. 

The big hit goes to the 
pharmacy program at the 
University of Alberta. Stu¬ 
dents joining the program 


in a year and a half will pay 
$8,552 a year, a 65 per cent 
jump from the current rate 
of $5,177. At the University 
of Calgary, the commerce 
degree tuition rises 38 per 
cent to $7,220 while a mas¬ 
ters in business administra¬ 
tion will cost 28 per cent 
more at $14,270. Student 
representatives who 

worked with Homer on the 
hike said it’s the best of a 
difficult situation, adding 
that they’re working with 
the schools to see some of 
the extra cash rolled into 
student supports like schol¬ 
arships.

Rabbit owners charged 


Most of 1,100 animals had to be put down: EHS

Charges have been laid 
against three family 
members responsible for 
having about 1,100 rabbits 
in their home since 2008. 

The Edmonton Humane 
Society’s (EHS) Shawna Ran¬ 
dolph told media yesterday 
that the southwest Edmon¬ 
ton home was responsible 
for providing the majority 
of the rabbits that were 
adopted from EHS from the 
latter part of2008 and 2009. 

“Our adoption numbers 
in 2009 for rabbits were 432, 
in 2008 we adopted 312 rab¬ 
bits, and the average before 
that per year had been 
about 55 adoptions,” Ran¬ 
dolph said. “A large number 
of them were from this

place, but not all of them.” 

Some of the more than 
1,100 rabbits were lucky 
enough to find homes; 
many of them however, 
were too diseased and had 
to be euthanized. 

EHS has been dealing 
with this home for more 
than a year and a half and 
has been monitoring the 
rabbits’ welfare. But be¬ 
cause of Alberta’s Animal 
Protection Act (APA), they 
couldn’t seize the animals 
because the act wasn’t be¬ 


ing violated. 

“We care so deeply about 
animals and to be tied by 
the law, to not be able to go 
in and seize until we were 
granted a warrant, has been 
veiy frustrating for us,” 
Randolph said. 

Shelley Zenner, Edna Zen- 
ner, and Quentin Zenner 
were charged under the 
APA with causing distress 
and three counts each of an¬ 
imal care duties. 

A preliminaiy court ap¬ 
pearance is set for May 6.

Recovery leading G7 peers: OECD 


Canada is blowing its G7 
peers out of the water in 
terms of the strength and 
speed of its economic 
recovery, says a new out¬ 
look from a leading inter¬ 
national organization. 

The Paris-based Organi¬ 
zation for Economic Co-op¬ 
eration and Development 
says Canada’s economy 
likely grew 6.2 per cent in 
the first quarter of this 
year, well ahead of the 1.9 
per cent growth estimated 
for other G7 countries. 

And the 30-member 
group, which represents 


the world’s most economi¬ 
cally advanced countries, 
says Canada’s economy 
will keep expanding in the 
second quarter at 4.5 per 
cent, about twice the G7 
average. 

As impressive as the 
numbers sound, they’re 
about right, economists 
say. “Six per cent is a pret¬ 
ty reasonable lower bound 
for expectations. Seven per 
cent is easily within reach 
too,” said Derelc Holt of 
Scotia Capital.

“When urban aboriginal 
peoples are researched, it’s 
often about problems like 
homelessness and sexual 
exploitation,” says Ginger 
Gosnell Myers, the study’s 
project manager. 

“There are hundreds of 
thousands of us living in 
cities, and there are a lot of 
positive things happening 
in our communities. 

“It’s not all crises.” 

Nearly 3,000 interviews

were conducted with abo¬ 
riginal peoples living in 
Vancouver, Calgary, Ed¬ 
monton, Regina, Saska¬ 
toon, Winnipeg, Thunder 
Bay, Ont., Toronto, Montre¬ 
al, Halifax and Ottawa in 
an effort to understand 
their values, identities and 
aspirations, and to inform 
public policy and planning 
initiatives.

Hope down

Kyrgyzstan opposition 
seizes power in coup 


central asia Opposition 
leaders declared they had 
seized power in Kyrgyzs¬ 
tan, taking control of secu¬ 
rity headquarters, a state 
TV channel and other gov¬ 
ernment buildings after 
clashes between police and 
protesters killed dozens in 
this Central Asian nation 
that houses a key U.S. air 
base. 

President Kurmanbelc 
Bakiyev, who came to pow¬ 
er in a similar popular up¬ 
rising five years ago, was 
said to have fled to the 
southern city of Osh, and it 
was difficult to gauge how 
much of the impoverished, 
mountainous country the 


opposition controlled yes¬ 
terday. 

“The security service and 
the Interior Ministry ... all 
of them are already under 
the management of new 
people,” Rosa Otunbayeva, 
a former foreign minister 
who the opposition leaders 
said would head the inter¬ 
im government, told the 
Russian-language Mir TV 
channel. 

The opposition has called 
for the closure of the U.S. 
air base in Manas outside 
the capital of Bishkek that 
is a key transit point for 
supplies essential to the 
war in nearby Afghanistan.

For 
me, it symbolizes the five 
members of my immediate 
family.”

Buy ethically. “There’s 
nothing I can’t tell you 
about my jewelry,” says 
Ryan Taylor, proprietor of 
the Fair Trade Jewelry Co. 
(ftjco.com) in Toronto. He 
encourages customers to 
do their research and ask 
questions. Taylor also sug¬ 
gests dealing with makers 
as opposed to salespeople. 
“They’re passionate and 
they understand every¬ 
thing about their material 
... You should walk out of a 


place knowing everything 
about (the ring) you just 
bought.” 

Do whatever makes you 
happy. “Jay and I were 
THIS close to getting Bat¬ 
man wedding rings,” says 
writer Karla Pacheco. “Out 
of the SkyMall catalog, no 
less — those fine purvey¬ 
ors of Lord Of The Rings-in- 
spired jewelry, executive 
phone chargers, and enor¬ 
mous stone Buddhas for 
the captive airline audi¬ 
ence.” Pacheco and her fi¬ 


ance eventually decided 
the Batman rings were a 
touch tacky. They scoured 
small jewelry shops in 
their neighbourhood and 
opted for simple $75 
bands. Says Pacheco, “At 
the end of the day ... what 
they symbolize is more im¬ 
portant than what they 
look like or what they 
cost.”

Keeping pace with growing diversity

Forward-thinking organiza¬ 
tions have shown that effec¬ 
tively managing diversity of¬ 
fers a competitive advan¬ 
tage — by improving access 
to skilled workers, growing 
increasingly global markets, 
and fuelling innovation. 

A recent Statistics Canada 


study adds further fuel to 
the diversity imperative. By 
2031, more than one-quar¬ 
ter of our population could 
be foreign-bom. Almost one- 
third could be visible mi¬ 
norities, nearly double the 
current rate. 

Will we be ready? While 
progress has undeniably 
been made, research shows 
overt and systemic discrimi¬ 
nation persists across sec¬ 
tors. The barriers are com¬ 
plex. There is the Catch 22 
of no Canadian work experi¬ 
ence, no job — no job, no 
Canadian work experience. 
The underfunding and frag¬ 


mentation of services for 
immigrants remains a prob¬ 
lem and impedes the 
matching of skilled workers 
to employers. 

And racism remains the 
problem that dares not 
speak its name. A particular¬ 
ly damning study by Ore- 
opoulous showed that re¬ 
sumes from English-named 
applicants with Canadian 
credentials were three times 
more likely to receive inter¬ 
views than applicants with 
Chinese, Indian or Pakistani 
names and foreign creden¬ 
tials. 

What to do? There are no 


easy solutions to complex 
problems. An integrated ap¬ 
proach is needed to address 
barriers at all levels. Better 
pre-immigration coun¬ 
selling, one-stop shopping 
for support, and specialized 
services and training are all 
important. 

Most of all, more work 
needs to be done within or¬ 
ganizations across all sec¬ 
tors to create more welcom¬ 
ing, fair and inclusive envi¬ 
ronments.

Talisman reaps $i.9B 

Oil and gas producer selling non-core assets 


Talisman Energy Inc. will 
sell a number of proper¬ 
ties in Canada through 
five separate deals worth 
a total of $1.9 billion, sup¬ 
porting its continuing 
drive to acquire promising 
shale gas holdings, the 
company said yesterday. 

The oil and gas producer, 
which announced in Janu¬ 
ary that it would be selling 
non-core assets as it shifts 
its North American focus 
toward shale gas, said it 
has buyers for the proper¬ 
ties in Ontario and West¬ 
ern Canada. 


The deals include just 
over 400,000 hectares in 
the Peace River Arch area 
near the northern borders 
of Alberta and British Co¬ 
lumbia. Talisman is also 
selling properties in the 
central Alberta Foothills re¬ 
gion and near Hinton, Alta. 

Talisman president and 
chief executive John Man- 
zoni said the sales will 
help the company focus on 
building its North Ameri¬ 
can shale gas business. 

“Although these are ex¬ 
cellent assets with a great 
future, they can’t effective¬ 


ly compete for capital 
within our emerging 
strategic asset mix,” Man- 
zoni said in a statement. 

The total assets being 
sold by Talisman produce 
the equivalent of 42,500 
barrels of oil per day, al¬ 
though about 90 per cent 
of it is comprised of natu¬ 
ral gas, and net proven re¬ 
serves of equivalent to 120 
million barrels. 

Talisman stock closed 
down 43 cents at $17.40 on 
the Toronto Stock Ex¬ 
change yesterday.

Jane Aldridge hoped to

Aldridge, now 18, gets 
about 70,000 hits a day at 
her blog Sea of Shoes. She’s 
been featured in maga¬ 
zines like Vanity Fair and 
Teen Vogue and has de¬ 
signed shoes for Urban 
Outfitters. 

“I didn’t realize at the 
time that I started my blog 
that blogs would ever be¬ 
come what they are now,” 
she said.

“Obviously Tavi’s blog is 
extremely popular and 
she’s really developed a 
loyal following,” Thomas 
said.

1 pork tenderloin 
1 bunch cilantro 

1 large red onion 

5 cloves garlic 

6 tomatillos 

3 large anaheim peppers 

4 jalapeno peppers 
Dash lime juice 

Vi cup rice 

2 1/2 cup chicken broth 
1/2 teaspoon cumin seeds 
1/2 teaspoon ground

METHOD: 

1. Slice the pork 
tenderloin and saute in a 
large pot until cooked.

6. Once the onions are 
brown, add the meat back 
in the pot. 

7. Add green mixture from 
food processor to the pot, 
and add rice and chicken 
broth. Add black beans if 
desired. 

8. Simmer 45 minutes. If 
you have more time, slow 
cook for hours to marry 
all the flavours.
